'We will bring you 
home very soon’ 

With still no trace of their 
missing son, a Calgaiy 
couple went public Wednes¬ 
day with an impassioned 
plea for the safe return of 
their “little angel” and his 
grandparents. 

There’s been no trace of 
five-old-year Nathan O’Brien 
and his grandparents, Alvin 
and Kathryn Liknes, since 
they were last seen Sunday 
at their Parkhill-area home. 

The trio was first 
reported missing Monday 
morning and investigators 
have said there’s evidence 
to suggest they didn’t leave 
voluntarily. 

Police announced an 
Amber Alert early Monday 
evening and, as of Wed¬ 
nesday, had fielded more 
than 100 tips from across 
Canada, including possible 
sightings of the trio. 

But with no suspects 
and no motive, Nathan’s 
parents Jennifer and Rod 
O’Brien made a public plea 
to whoever was in custody 
of their loved ones. 

“Please find it in your 
heart to drop off our little 
angel Nathan to (where) he 
can be rescued and reunited 
with his brothers and his 
family,” Rod said. 

Rod said his son is the 
“glue” of the west-end 
neighbourhood he, his par¬ 
ents and two other siblings 
call home. He’s said to be 
a chatty youngster and 
prefers wearing costumes 
to regular clothes, a quality 
that earned the nickname 
“superhero.” 

Both Rod and Jen spoke 
directly to their son, urging 
him to be brave and stay 
strong. 

“Nathan, you are our 
superhero right now and 
we will bring you home 
veiy soon,” Rod said.

Alberta teachers’ union 
fires back at minister 


July 11 deadline. Jeff 
Johnson’s requests 
for employment 
information ‘none of 
his business': ATA 


Union representatives for Al¬ 
berta’s teachers fired back at 
the province Wednesday, after 
the education minister re¬ 
quested school boards disclose 
details, including complaints, 
filed against its teachers. 

On June 26, Minister Jeff 
Johnson requested the prov¬ 
ince’s school boards hand over 
any paperwork detailing com¬ 
plaints lodged against teach¬ 
ers, along with information 
pertaining to teachers who 
had resigned, retired or were 
suspended or terminated. 

The boards were given until 
July 11 to comply. 

On Wednesday, the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association (ATA)

Education minister Jeff Johnson, 

Writing to school boards 

turned to the province’s in¬ 
formation and privacy com¬ 
missioner to determine if it’s 
legal for the boards to disclose 
such information, which could 
include personal details and 
medical records. 

“The minister has claimed 
that there are teachers who 
are not being held responsible 
for egregious acts, and we have 
challenged him to substanti¬ 
ate his anecdotal reports,” 
said ATA president Mark Ram- 
sanlcar in a release. 

In the letter, Johnson iden¬ 
tifies a concern for the way 
teachers who act inappropri¬ 
ately are currently dealt with, 



suggesting there are issues 
with the current process. 

“I need your assistance to 
help me better understand 
these issues,” he wrote to 
school boards. 

Despite Johnson’s assur¬ 
ances the information would 
be used for internal use only, 
Ramasanlcar said there could 
be sensitive personal infor¬ 
mation, including medical re¬ 


ports, leaked during the disclo¬ 
sure since school board offices 
are generally short-staffed in 
the summer months. 

A spokesperson from the 
Edmonton Catholic Schools 
said the district is preparing 
their submission to the prov¬ 
ince for the July 11 deadline, 
but wouldn’t be releasing the 
information to the media.

Pay-by-plate 
means the end of 
finding change for 
the meter 


The city’s parking meters 
could become museum pieces 
by this time next year, as city 


councillors have given a green 
light on plans to replace the 
coin-operated meters with 
electronic ones. 

At the city’s executive com¬ 
mittee, councillors approved 
plans to replace all of the 
city’s more than 3,000 park¬ 
ing meters with pay-by-plate 
technology similar to what 
the city has been piloting over 
the last year. 

Gord Cebiylc, the branch 
manager of transportation 
operations, said changing the 
technology is about having 


the city catch up. 

“Ten years ago, you had a 
flip phone and now you have 
an iPhone. It’s technology and 
it’s more convenient,” he said. 

The city estimates in¬ 
stalling the new system will 
cost approximately $12 mil¬ 
lion upfront, but through 
cost savings and increased 
revenues, they anticipate an 
additional $7 million a year to 
offset that. 

Mayor Don Iveson believes 
it’s past time the city retire 
existing parking meters. He 


said one of the benefits of 
the new system is going to be 
the ability to charge different 
rates based on demand. 

“We can change the price 
at different times of day much 
more easily with this land of 
system,” he said. 

Iveson added that will 
bring in more dollars for the 
city, but that’s not actually the 
main goal. 

“Setting the right prices 
is not just about revenue, it’s 
about turnover, which is good 
for downtown,” he said.

Edmonton councillors moved 
forward on a plan that would 
bring a new neighbourhood 
around Commonwealth Sta¬ 
dium by carving out a new 
road from Jasper Avenue. 

The proposal to add 
more development around 
the Stadium LRT station 
has long been a goal of city 
council, but Mayor Don Ive- 
son said this council appears 
ready to commit the funds 
to make it happen. 

“This council seems ser¬ 
ious about trying to invite 
more development there, 
leverage that LRT station 
and enhance that LRT sta¬ 
tion for the people that are 
already there,” he said. 

The proposal would build 
a new main street running 
from Jasper near roughly 84 
Street to Stadium Road and 
make other improvements 
to allow for a large, mostly 
residential neighbourhood 
in the area. 

The cost of the road and 
other improvements could 
be as much as $11.6 mil¬

Iveson said the city hasn’t 
yet committed to developing 
those parking lots, but over¬ 
all he wants the city to be 
ready to pursue opportun¬ 
ities.

Harulco 
Obolcata, the key author of 
the papers, defended the 
results and apologized for 
using wrong and altered 
images in the published

Germany wants 

weapons-capable 

drones 

Germany’s defence 
minister wants to buy 
weapons-capable drones 
to protect soldiers from at¬ 
tack, drawing criticism in a 
country where the U.S. use 
of drones to kill terror sus¬ 
pects has caused unease. 

Ursula von der Leyen 
told lawmakers Wednesday 
that the German militaiy 
has had positive experi¬ 
ences with a leased surveil¬ 
lance drone in Afghanistan. 

She said the unarmed 
drone could quickly spot 
an attack, but it would 
take “valuable minutes” 
to call in support from a 
helicopter or jet.

North Dakota. State wants 
lawsuit challenging gay 
marriage ban dismissed 


State officials in the rural 
northwestern state of North 
Dakota are asking a U.S. fed¬ 
eral judge to dismiss a lawsuit 
challenging its constitutional 
prohibition on same-sex mar¬ 
riage. 

The state attorney gen¬ 
eral’s office filed the motion 
late Tuesday in U.S. District 
Court in Fargo, and its solici¬ 
tor general argues in court 
documents that states have 
the right to define and regu¬ 
late marriage. 

Similar cases are being 
heard in courtrooms around 
America, and gay marriage 
bans have already been struck 
down in several other states, 
including in Kentucky on 
Tuesday. 

The fight to legalize gay 
marriage began in earnest 
after the U.S. Supreme Court 
struck down part of the Clin- 
ton-era federal Defence of 
Marriage Act last year. 

Same-sex marriage now 


is legal in 19 U.S. states, in¬ 
cluding several socially con¬ 
servative ones, following an 
impressive legal winning 
streak for proponents since 
the Supreme Court last year 
struck down a key part of the 
Clinton-era federal Defence of 
Marriage Act. 

Recent polls show a ma¬ 
jority of Americans support 
gay marriage. The issue of 
whether a state can ban it is 
expected to eventually reach 
the Supreme Court. 

North Dakota voters over¬ 
whelmingly approved a state 
constitutional ban on same- 
sex marriage 10 years ago. The 
ballot received 73 per cent ap¬ 
proval. 

Seven couples filed the 
federal lawsuit last month, 
making North Dakota the last 
state with a gay marriage ban 
to be sued by gay couples. 

The complaint seeks a dec¬ 
laration that the ban is uncon¬ 
stitutional.

Toronto's Mayor Rob Ford returned to dty hall this week after two months in rehab, pleading for a second chance. 

He sat down Wednesday with a handful of television networks for one-on-one interviews.

ON DOING DRUGS 

The stress of running Can¬ 
ada’s largest city is not what 
drove Rob Ford to substance 
abuse, he said Wednesday. 
Ford told CBC he has been 
under the influence of alcohol 
while at city hall as mayor, 
but never used drugs there. 

He was adamant that his 
professional life is not what 
prompted his substance 
abuse, saying he was born 
with a disease and he will die 
with it. 

“I think people don’t 
understand the triggers and 
cravings,” Ford said. “Some 
people blame it on their job. 
This is a disease that was not 
this job.” 


ON HIS FITNESS 
FOR HOLDING OFFICE 

Ford said he drank and did drugs 
“for years” before he was elected 
mayor. The drugs he used ran 
the gamut, he said, telling TV 
station CP24 that he had done 
mushrooms, marijuana and 
“eveiything you can think of,” but 
not heroin. 

When asked if someone with 
uncontrolled cravings is fit for the 
office of mayor, Ford insisted the 
job is not one of his triggers. 

Ford would not commit to 
resigning if he relapses, saying 
only that he is taking it one day 
at a time. 

“I did not drink yesterday and 
I haven’t drank today,” he said. 


ON THE POLICE 
INVESTIGATION 

Ford has vowed to no longer as¬ 
sociate “with the criminal ele¬ 
ment that’s before the courts,” 
but said on the advice of his 
lawyer he still will not consent 
to an interview with the police. 
Toronto police spokesman 
Mark Pugash said Wednesday 
the criminal investigation into 
the mayor is ongoing. 

The embattled mayor also 
admitted he was smoking 
crack cocaine just days before 
he left for rehab, confirming 
that was the substance in a 
pipe he was seen holding in a 
video image obtained by the 
Globe and Mail. 


ON MAKING RACIST, 
HOMOPHOBIC SLURS 

Ford also said the disease 
makes people say and do 
things they otherwise 
wouldn’t do and he offered 
a blanket apology for using 
ethnic slurs and making 
reportedly homophobic 
remarks. 

“Everything I said while I 
was using — I offended a lot 
of people and all I can do is 
apologize and say sorry,” Ford 
told CP24 when asked if he 
would apologize to Toronto’s 
“diverse community.” 

“I cannot change the past 
and I think that covers every¬ 
one that you just mentioned.”

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Memo suggests 
U.S. had no basis 
to charge Khadr 

A previously secret memo 
on CIA involvement in 
drone killings is casting 
new doubt on whether the 
American government had 
any legal basis to prosecute 
Canada’s Omar Khadr for 
war crimes. 

In fact, Khadr’s lawyers 
argue in new filings to the 
U.S. Court of Militaiy Com¬ 
mission Review, the docu¬ 
ment by the Department of 
Justice emphatically rejects 
any such legal foundation, 
and say his convictions at 
Guantanamo Bay should be 
set aside immediately. 

In the detailed opinion 
several months before 
Khadr pleaded guilty before 
a militaiy commission, the 
office of legal counsel in the 
Department of Justice con¬ 
cluded war criminality turns 
on a person’s actions, not 
on factors such as whether 
the person is part of an 
army or wears a uniform. 

“That completely blows 
away one of the major 
prongs of the govern¬ 
ment’s theory in all these 
Guantanamo cases,” Sam 
Morison, Khadr’s lawyer, 
said Wednesday.

Target-ing a ‘family- 
friendly’ environment

‘Open carry.’ Retailer 
asking shoppers to not 
bring firearms into its 
stores, even where 
allowed by law 


Target is “respectfully” asking 
its customers not to bring fire¬ 
arms into its stores, even where 
the practice is allowed by law. 

In a statement posted Wed¬ 
nesday on the retailer’s cor¬ 
porate blog, interim CEO John 
Mulligan said that Target wants 
a “safe and inviting” atmos¬ 
phere for its shoppers and 
employees. 

“This is a complicated issue, 
but it boils down to a simple be¬ 
lief: Bringing firearms to Target 
creates an environment that is 
at odds with the family-friendly 
shopping and work experience 
we strive to create,” he said. 

In many states, cariying 


unconcealed guns in public is 
legal. 

Molly Snyder, a Target 
spokeswoman, said that Tar¬ 
get’s move is a “request and 
not a prohibition.” 

“We don’t have any plans 
for proactive communication 
to guests beyond what Target 
leadership shared today,” she 
added. 

Target does not sell guns in 
its stores or on its website. 

Target Corp. made the an¬ 
nouncement as it faced pres¬ 
sure about its policy on the 
“open carry” of firearms in its 
stores. A group called Moms 
Demand Action for Gun Sense 
in America gathered nearly 
400,000 signatures for a peti¬ 
tion asking Target to prohibit 
shoppers from cariying guns 
into its stores. 

The group has said it is re¬ 
sponsible for getting several 
chains, including Chipotle, 
Starbucks and Jack in the Box, 
to make similar moves. It intro¬ 


duced the campaign after gun 
rights groups cariying loaded 
rifles frequently gathered in 
Target stores including Texas, 


Alabama and North Carolina 
to demonstrate in support of 
“open cany” laws.

The Palestinians accused Is¬ 
raeli extremists of abducting 
and killing an Arab teenager 
and burning his body Wednes¬ 
day, sparking hours of clashes 
in east Jerusalem and draw¬ 
ing charges that the youth 
was murdered to avenge the 
killings of three kidnapped 
Israeli teens. 

Seeking to calm the explo¬ 
sive situation, Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanya¬ 
hu urged a swift inquiiy into 
the “reprehensible murder” 
and called on people to re¬ 
spect the rule of law. Palestin¬ 
ian President Mahmoud Ab¬ 
bas said it was clear extremist 
Jewish settlers were respon¬ 
sible and called on Israel to 
bring the killers to justice. 

“The settlers have killed 
and burned a little boy. 
They are well known,” Ab¬ 
bas said, accusing Israel of 
tolerating settler violence 
toward Palestinians. The 
death added to tensions 
caused by the killings of the 
three Israeli teens, whose 
bodies were found Monday. 
Israel accused Hamas, the Is¬ 
lamic militant group that con¬ 
trols Gaza, of being behind 
the abductions, which led to

the largest ground operation 
in the West Bank in nearly a 
decade, with Israel arresting 
hundreds of Hamas opera¬ 
tives as part of a broad man¬ 
hunt. 

The discovery of the bod¬ 
ies led to a national outpour¬ 
ing of grief, with tens of thou¬ 
sands of people attending a 
funeral Tuesday in which the 
teens were laid to rest side- 
by-side. As the burial took 
place, hundreds of young, 
right-wing Israelis marched 
through downtown Jerusalem 
screaming for revenge. 

Hours later, relatives of 
Mohammed Abu Khdeir said 
the 17-year-old was forced 
into a car in a neighbourhood 
of east Jerusalem that quickly 
sped off. A burned body be¬ 
lieved to be his was found 
shortly afterward in a Jerusa¬ 
lem forest, though police said 
late Wednesday they were 
still awaiting forensics tests to 


make a positive identification. 

Police spokesman Micky 
Rosenfeld said authorities 
were looking at “a number 
of different directions” in the 
killing, including nationalis¬ 
tic or criminal motives. “We 
are waiting for the final re¬ 
sults of the autopsy,” he said. 

But Abu Khdeir’s family 
said they had no doubt about 
the killers, accusing extrem¬ 
ist Israelis of killing him to 
avenge the deaths of the Is¬ 
raeli teenagers. 


“Who else could do this? 
There’s no one else,” said 
the teen’s father, Saed Abu 
Khdeir. He said he spent the 
day with police and gave DNA 
samples to help identify the 
body. 

As of Wednesday even¬ 
ing, police said the testing 
was still ongoing. Police were 
also reviewing security cam¬ 
era footage taken from the 
scene. Relatives said the video

An oversight board has 
given its endorsement to 
some of the U.S. National 
Security Agency Internet 
surveillance programs that 
were revealed last year after 
leaks by former NSA con¬ 
tractor Edward Snowden.

Oscar Pistorius does not dis¬ 
play the narcissism associ¬ 
ated with men in abusive 
relationships and linked to 
“rage-type” murders, accord¬ 
ing to a psychologist’s report 
read Wednesday at the ath¬ 
lete’s murder trial. 

The defence has sought 
to support Pistorius’s con¬ 
tention that he killed his 
29-year-old girlfriend Reeva 
Steenlcamp by mistake, fear¬ 
ing an intruder was about to 



attack him; the prosecution 
says the Paralympian is a jeal¬ 
ous egotist who shot Steen- 
lcamp after a Valentine’s Day 
argument. 

Dr. Jonathan Scholtz, a 


clinical psychologist, found 
no evidence that Pistorius 
had a history of “abnormal 
aggression or explosive vio¬ 
lence” but concluded he has a 
record of feeling insecure and 
vulnerable, particularly when 
he is without his prosthetic 
limbs, defence lawyer Barry 
Roux said. He read excerpts 
from the psychological re¬ 
port, part of a court-ordered 
evaluation of Pistorius’s state 
of mind over 30 days at a 
state psychiatric hospital. 

When physically threat¬ 
ened, Pistorius might have 
a fearful reaction that could 
“seem extraordinary when 
viewed from the perspective 
of an able-bodied person, but 
normal in the context of a 
disabled person with his hist- 
oiy,” said Roux, quoting from 
the report, the associated press

Laurel Harris could hardly 
believe it when she got a 
phone call saying she had 
landed her dream job. 

“I was ecstatic. I definite¬ 
ly screamed and ran around 
my apartment a few times. 
I’m pretty sure I jumped on 
my couch, too.

form into something quite 
different than a Roclcette. 

“Getting painted a com¬ 
pletely different skin colour 
helps a lot in transforming 
me into this character.” 

But even after her make¬ 
over, Harris doesn’t trans¬ 
form into Elphaba quite yet.

“I love Elphaba’s deter¬ 
mination to do what’s right 
in the world, no matter how 
unpopular it may seem. If 
everyone could have her 
compassion for all living 
creatures and her conviction 
to treat everyone equally, I 
believe we would live in a 
much happier and kinder 
world.”

For the beginner braider: 

The Fishtail 

This fishtail braid looks elaborate, but it 
seriously only takes five minutes to do. Part 
your hair and divide it into two sections. 
Huffnagle recommends a side part so your 
braid will land over your shoulder. Take a 
small part of the outer section of one of the 
two sections you divided your hair into and 
cross it over, adding it to the inside of the 
other hair section. Then, do the exact same 
thing with the other side. Keep your braid 
tight or it will fall out later. When you’re 
done, secure the end with an elastic and 
pin in any fly-aways. Pro tip: “The smaller 
the sections are that you pull from the two 
bigger sections, the more bone-lilce and 
delicate the braid will look,” Huffnagle says. 


For the intermediate braider: 

The Juliette 

The Juliette is perfect if you are going out to drinks 
with friends or on a date. Start by sectioning the top 
third part of your hair and dividing it into three sec¬ 
tions. Start a regular braid, but after the first pull, drop 
one of the section parts and weave a new section part 
in with the other two section parts. You will be adding 
to the two original sections all the way around your 
head, dropping one section with each pull, creating 
the cascading waterfall look. ”If a layer ends, just 
connect it to another piece of hair in the back and 
continue from there,” Huffnagle advises. 

Use a curling wand to create the soft waves. “To 
really highlight the waterfall, curl the small sections 
cascading from your horizontal braid,” Huffnagle says.

For the expert braider: 

The Bianca 

This crown braid has a bohemian 
music festival look to it that makes it 
perfect for summer. Start by grabbing 
a four-inch section of hair behind your 
ear. Then, divide that section in to three 
equal parts, like you would to start a 
normal braid. What makes this outside 
braid different from a normal braid 
is that you are constantly moving the 
centre piece, pulling it over both ways. 
The front piece ends up joining the 
back piece, veiy similarly to a French 
braid. Keep going around your head by 
pulling more hair from the top all the 
way around. As you braid, make sure it’s 
tight; you can pull it apart a little at the 
end to loosen it up. Once you get all the 
way around your head, finish braiding 
any extra hair, secure it with an elastic 
and pin it behind your ear or in the 
back. Pull the braid apart a bit to make 
it look more relaxed.

Indoor invaders. 

Keep your house from 
turning into an ant 
farm with advice from 
pest control experts 


Opening a bag of sugar to find 
ants crawling about is an ex¬ 
perience no one wants to have, 
yet ants are a common pest 
many householders battle an¬ 
nually. 

Jennifer Murphy, a Victoria 
resident, had just moved into 
her new home when she start¬ 
ed to think there might be a 
pest problem. First she found 
ants in a large bag of sugar, and 
then while her husband was 
chopping vegetables he was bit¬ 
ten by an ant, and the pain was 
so intense he cut himself. 

“We were annoyed,” says 
Murphy. “But we knew that 
because we live in a warm cli¬ 
mate, bugs were bound to come 
around. We had just moved 
in so we needed to figure out 
where they were coming from.” 

The potential entry point 
and cause of what Murphy be¬ 
lieves was a carpenter ant prob¬ 
lem was a disconnected diyer 
vent and a woodpile stacked 
against the outside wall of the 
house. 

“We moved the woodpile 


away from the house and con¬ 
nected the vent,” she says. “We 
squished all the ones we found 
in the house, and that seemed 
to get rid of them pretty quick.” 

Ants like moisture 

Kurds Brown, technical super¬ 
visor at Victoria Pest Control, 
says the nesting structure of 
carpenter and odorous house 
ants, the two most common 
types, means there is only so 
much people can do to avoid a 
problem. 

“Many ants are seeking 
moisture. Making sure our 
homes are in good repair, 
where we fix leaks and we 


aren’t piling soil over our foun¬ 
dations and on to our siding,” 
says Brown. 

Aphids attract ants 

To deter ants, avoid planting 
anything in the garden that 
will attract aphids. Brown says 
ants are aphid farmers and will 
move them from around plants 
to feed on their droppings. 

“If you are going to plant 
something that are prone to 
aphids, it’s important to make 
sure the aphid population 
doesn’t get out of control,” he 
says. “The relationship between 
ants and aphids is important, 
and it is important to avoid 


planting vegetation right next 
to our houses where aphids and 
ants can be found.” 

Satellite colonies 

Carpenter and odorous house 
ants are particularly problem¬ 
atic because of the way they de¬ 
velop their nests and colonies. 
Brown says carpenter ants, 
which have one queen, develop 
satellite colonies where they 
move larva, which is what is 
normally found in a home. 

“It’s a nest, but there is just 
no queen,” says Brown. “That 
is where the problem lies with 
carpenter ant control. You’re 
not only dealing with the ants 


Ants' colonial power 


• People who live in areas 
with a large odorous ant 
colony often have a 
recurring problem. 


• “It’s really tough to stop 
odorous house ants,” 

Brown says. "They have the 
widest nest site tolerance 
out of all the native ant 
species, so they can nest 
almost anywhere. I've 
found nests in toilet lids, in 
kitchen cupboards, typical 
spots like crawl spaces and 


attics, even in a radio. That 
is what really adds in, what 
makes them so successful.” 


• When dealing with a per¬ 
sistent ant problem, Brown 
advises avoiding pesticides 
as they aren't very effect¬ 
ive. If a homeowner sus¬ 
pects carpenter ants have 
taken up residence he rec¬ 
ommends contacting a pest 
expert. Baiting through ant 
traps can be successful for 
odorous house ants. 


in the house, but also the con¬ 
stant threat of a parent colony 
re-establishing a satellite colony 
in the house. They essentially 
become a problem because 
they walk up to the house and 
walk into it. They walk under 
the siding, or a power line or up 
the siding on the outside.” 

If left unchecked, carpen¬ 
ter ants can eventually cause 
severe structural problems to 
load-bearing beams and other 
parts of the home. 

Odorous ants 

Like carpenter ants, it is the 
nesting structure of the odor¬ 
ous house ant that makes them 


a concern for homeowners. 

“They have a multiple 
queen and multiple nest site 
structure,” says Brown. “There 
can be anywhere from one nest 
with one queen to a colony tak¬ 
ing over 60 hectares and one 
million workers.” 

While odorous house ants 
don’t cause any physical dam¬ 
age to the home, Brown says 
they can be a serious nuisance 
as they forage for food in cup¬ 
boards and drawers. As their 
name suggests, odorous ants 
can also stink. They release a 
pheromone that smells similar 
to rancid butter or rotten coco¬ 
nuts. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Mussel Potato Cakes 
with Apple Chutney.

“Fish cakes are a staple in the 
Maritime provinces. Tradition¬ 
ally they were made with salt 
cod, but now that cod stocks 
have been depleted, other fish 
are used,” write Alain Bosse and 
Linda Duncan in their book 
Mussels. “In this recipe, we’ve 
replaced the fish with mussels 
and green tomato chow com¬ 
monly served with fish cakes 
with apple chutney.” 

Apple Chutney 

1. Core and dice the apples. 

2. In a frying pan, melt the but¬ 
ter over medium heat and add 
the apple pieces. Bring to a boil, 
and stir in the brown sugar and 
cinnamon. Reduce the heat and 
simmer until the apples are 
tender, stirring occasionally. 
Can be served hot or cold. 

Mussel Potato Cakes 

1. Rinse the mussels under 
running fresh water. Throw 
away any that do not close.

Canadian Carling Bassett-Seguso — a former world No. 8 almost 30 years ago — 
predicting more success for Eugenie Bouchard 


First there was Canada’s Davis 
Cup semifinal appearance last 
fall. Next came Eugenie Bou¬ 
chard’s trip to the final four at 
the Australian Open early this 
year. 

Now Bouchard is getting 
ready to play in her third 
straight Grand Slam semifinal 
at Wimbledon and this time she 
will be joined there by fellow 
Canadian Milos Raonic. It’s the 
most significant achievement 
yet in the country’s rise as a ten¬ 
nis power as no two Canadians 
have ever advanced this far at 
one major. 

“I’m sure that the outbreak 
and the response back home is 
of much more magnitude than 
anything else that’s happened 
or that’s resonated,” Raonic 
said Wednesday after defeating 
Australian wild card Nick Kyr- 
gios 6-7 (4), 6-2, 6-4, 7-6 (4) to ad¬ 
vance to his first career Grand 
Slam semifinal. 

“I think not only (Bouchard) 
in the last two Slams, but us 
doing it at the same time here 
is bigger than anything we’ve 
done in Davis Cup, anything 


we’ve done at Fed Cup. It has a 
bigger audience, a bigger mean¬ 
ing, a bigger recognition.” 

Bouchard advanced to her 
third straight major semifinal 
by defeating Germany’s An¬ 
gelique Kerber 6-3, 6-4. The 
result is expected to move her 


into eighth on the WTA rank¬ 
ings list Monday, equalling the 
Canadian-best ranking held by 
Carling Bassett-Seguso. 

“I’m excited to be in the 
semis. But, of course, I’m never 
satisfied, so I definitely want to 
go a step further, or as far as I 
can,” Bouchard said. 

Both have their work cut 
out for them in the semifinals. 

Raonic has not beaten his 
semifinal opponent, seven-time 
Wimbledon champion Roger 
Federer, in four career matches. 

Bouchard has less histoiy 
with her opponent, Romania’s 
Simona Halep. 

The Romanian won their 


only meeting, on hardcourt at 
Indian Wells last March. But 
fourth-ranked Halep, like Bou¬ 
chard, is a rising star.

Opposing players are rarely 
popular in Winnipeg, but 
quarterback Henry Burris 
expects a special level of ani¬ 
mosity when he leads the Ot¬ 
tawa Redblacks on the field 
for their first regular-season 
game as a CFL franchise 
Thursday at Investors Group 
Field. 

“I’m the most hated man 
in the Prairies now, I guess,” 
said Burris, who spurned an 
offer to quarterback the Blue 
Bombers.

his role with the team. 

“I appreciate that, but for 
me, I go through my guys. I 
work my butt off to make 
sure that we’re prepared, be¬ 
cause when we’re all on the 
same page, especially as an 
offence, it makes my job that 
much easier, especially with 
the guys that they brought 
in.” 

He said he has a great re¬ 
ceiving corps in players like 
Paris Jackson, Marcus Hemy, 
Kierrie Johnson, Matt Carter 
and Dobson Collins. 

“They brought in a lot of 
great weapons for me to get 
the ball to.” 

Bombers head coach Mike 
O’Shea may not know exactly 
what to expect from the Red¬ 
blacks on Thursday but he 
says there are a lot of reasons, 
including Burris, not to look 
at them as just an expansion 
team. 

“They’re going to be well 
coached,” he said. “Their GM 
didn’t hire guys that don’t 
have CFL experience. These 
are all guys that are veiy 
well-versed in the CFL game. 
They’re going to be well- 
prepared.” 

Jovon Johnson will face his 
former team as a member of 
Ottawa’s secondaiy. He said 
it will feel a little strange not 
to be playing with the Bomb¬ 
ers, who didn’t want the for¬ 
mer all-star and CFL’s 2011 
outstanding defensive player 
back. 

While describing it as 
“a slap in the face,” he said 
“that’s just the way the busi¬ 
ness goes and I’m cool with 
that.”

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World Cup Colombians 
sure to push Brazil to limit 


Brazil and Colombia enter the 
World Cup quarter-finals with 
totally different mindsets. 

Brazil is surrounded by 
doubts after a more difficult 
start than expected to the tour¬ 
nament it is hosting. Colombia 
is upbeat after convincing per¬ 
formances and four straight 
wins. 

While the hosts narrowly 
beat Chile in a penalty shoot¬ 
out to avoid elimination in the 
second round, the Colombians 
had a convincing 2-0 win over 
Uruguay to reach the quarter¬ 
finals for the first time. 

The South American rivals 
play Friday in the northeastern 
city of Fortaleza, with Brazil 
hoping to keep alive its quest 
for a sixth World Cup title and 
Colombia aiming to extend its 
best-ever run in football’s show¬ 
case event. 

Despite its tradition and 
home-field advantage, Brazil is 
far from a big favourite. 

“It’s normal to have people 
demanding that we play bet¬ 
ter,” Brazil coach Luiz Felipe 
Scolari said. “But it’s also nor¬ 
mal what we have been seeing 
in this World Cup so far. There 
were a lot of even matches.” 

Colombia has won all of its 
matches without any real dif¬ 
ficulty, thanks in part to the
